States government today 
took over 
the Sayville, L. I., wireless station, 
the only remaining privately operated 
direct means 
of communication be­ 
tween the United States 
and 
Ger­ 
many. 
Secretary Daniels announced that 
Captain Bullard, 
naval wireless ex­ 
pert, has been placed in charge there. 
Secretary Daniels today issued this 
statement: 
“It is understood that the Sayville 
radio station had made application to 
the secretary of commerce for a li­ 
cense. 
The license wTas denied and 
the secretary of the navy w^as so in­ 
formed, who directed Captain Bullard 
as the expert of the department, to 
take 
over 
and operate the station.*^ 
Captain Bullard reached New York 
this morning and will confer with the 
owners of the station as to details of 
its operation. There will be no change 
so far as the public is concerned. All 
messages will be accepted for trans­ 
portation 
as 
heretofore. 
The only 
difference will be that naval opera­ 
tors, instead of commercial employes, 
will man the keys. The charges col­ 
lected by the navy will be paid the 
owning company.

The ship had sufficient ammunition 
aboard to sink ber should the flames 
reach it . It is not know’n w hether the 
fire originated from a bomb explo­ 
sion or not. 
Captain Claret’s message said the 
fire was in No. 3 hold and was not

Chicago, July 8.—President W. A. 
H arper, of Elon college, North Caro­ 
lina, spoke at the all-southern rally 
of Christian Endeavor workers here 
today, in connection with the world's 
convention of th e.U nited 
Society of

Endeavor work 
in the colleges of the country.

The choice of a spraying machine 
must be governed largely by the size 
of the orchard and the conditions 
under which it is to be used. 
In an 
orchard of fifteen acres, if the trees 
are ten years old or more, a power 
machine will soon pay for itself in 
the saving of labor and the increased 
profits from more effective spraying. 
In large orchards there should be a

Plant Should Be Reduced to the Num­ 
ber of Plants That Will Grow In 
Vigorous Condition. 


(By C. I. LEWIS, Ohio Experiment Sta­ 
tion.) 
Prune the gooseberry to a bush. Ber­ 
ries are borne on the two, three and 
four-year-old wood, but occasionally 
the fruit grows too small on the four- 
year-old wood and it should be pruned 
out. 
The currant bears most of its 
fruit on the two and three-year-old 
w'ood. 
All canes of either o.f these 
fruits should be cut out when they be­ 
gin to droop toward the ground, and 
all canes that are weak. 
The plant should be reduced to the 
number of plants that will grow in a 
vigorous condition.

The entire plant­ 
ing should be renewed in from six to 
ten years. 
While the bushes will fruit for a 
longer time, the fruit tends to grow 
top small to be profitable.

Acre cf Apple Trees Will Pay Better 
Than Acre of Corn—San Jose 
Scale Is Destructive. 


Is the orchard sod bound? Put the 
plow into it. 
If the plow cannot be used, take a 
single spring-tooth harrow, put a big 
team on it and it will do the business. 
About midsummer sow the ground 
to clover. 
This is a great soil renova­ 
tor. 
Do not cultivate late In the season, 
or the sap will keep the wood from 
hardening before winter. 
An acre of apple trees will pay bet­ 
ter than an acre of corn and does not 
require one-fourth as much work. 
The San Jose scale, if it gets a good 
start in your orchard, will destroy ev­ 
ery tree on the place unless you put 
up a stiff fight. 
No doubt about it. 
Do not wait. 
A c^ean, well-pruned orchard is a 
sight to delight, and a joy to the 
owner. 
Will corn make a good crop without 
attention after planking? 
No; then 
why do you expect an orchard to 
thrive without attention? 
A good time to prune trees is right 
after the first run of sap—along about 
the middle of June. 
A heavy loam is considered best for 
black raspberries.
